REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE 
TRAVANCORE -COCHIN PUBLIC HEALTH BILL , 


To 
The Speaker, 

Legislative Assembly . 
Sir , 

We the undersigned members of the Select Committee 
appointed to consider and report on the Travancore-Cochin 
Public Health Bill, have considered the Bill clause by clause and 
beg to submit this our 

REPORT. 
1. The Bill was published in the Gazette Extraordinary dated 
the 27th June 1952 , 

2. Clause 4 : Sub- clause ( 3 ) of ibis clause lays down that the 
provisions of sub - clauses ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) skall not be deemed to 
affect or derogate from any powers possessed by the Government 
or the Collectors, under any other law . We consider that the 
powers of the Director of Public Health under any other law 
should not also be affected by the provisions or sub- clauses 
(1 ) and (2 ) . We have accordingly proposed suitable change in 
sub -clause ( 3 ) . 

3. Clause 18 : This clause defines the powers of the Collector 
in regard to water supply . We are of the opinion that the Direc 
tor of Public Health is the proper cfficer who should be invested 
with such powers . We have accordingly proposed ihe necessary 
modifications in that clause, 

4. Clause 19 : This clause confers on the Director of Public 
Health power to direct a local authority to improvewater supply ; 
but it does not provide for taking action if ibe local authority 
fails . We consider that specific provision sbould be made in 
this behalf and that Government should have power to authorise 
an oft.cer to take the necessary action . lhe expenses incurred 
by the officer should also be wet from the funds of the local 
authority . Accordingly we have proposed a new sub-clause. 

5. Clause 82: This clause confers on Government power to 
declare any area to be a special area for leprosy . When the decla 
ration is made , the provisions of clauses 83 and 84 will apply to 
the special area . The provisions of clauses 83 and 84 are such as 
shcuid apply to the whole Slate. It is therefore unnecessary to 
declare any area as a special area . We have accordingly deleted 
Clause 82 . 

6. Clauses 124 and 125 : Clause 124 confers on Government or 
the local authority with the approval of the Government power 
to impose pilgrin . tax on travellers by inland waterways. Simi 
larly clause 125 conters power to levy tolls on vehicles or animals 
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éniering a notified fair or festival centre . We are of the opinion 
that the pilgrim tax and toll:need not be levied . We have accord 
ingly deleted clauses 124 and 125 . 

7. Clause 137 : This clause confers on Goverpment power to 
make rules with regard to water supply , drainage, sanitation etc. 
in estates and factories, not governed by the Factories Act, 1948.; 
In regard to small factories and plantations not governed by the 
Factories Act, 1948 and the Plantations Labour Act, 1951 we are 
of the opinion that no special provisions are necessary in as much 
as the ordinary provisions of the Act will apply thereto as they 
apply to individuals or groups of individuals. We have accord 
ingly deleted Clause 137 and made consequential changes in the 
definition clause.. 

8. Clause 139 : This clause lays down the manner of spend 
ing proceeds of taxes and tolls levied under clauses 124 and 125. 
Consequent on the deletion of clauses 124 and 125 , this clause is 
unnecessary and we have deleted it . 

9. Clause 140 : Sub -clause ( 8 ) of this clause confers on Gov 
ernment power to authorise any local authority to incur expendi 
ture on any public health purpose specified by them . The ex 
penditure so incurred will be taken into account in calculating the 
amount to be earmarked under sub - clause ( 1 ) , We consider 
that since the local authority is primarily responsible for securing 
for the inhabitants of the area, public health amenities and for 
incurring expenditure for the purpose it is unnecessary to vest 
with the Government power to authorise the local authority to 
incur any expenditure under this measure . Wehave accordingly 
omitted sub - clause ( 2 ) . 

10. Clause 141: Sub - clause ( 2 ) (a ) of this clause confers on 
Government power to make rules in regard to all matters which 
are to be prescribed by rules, and sub - clause ( 2 ) (b ) in regard 
to the location and number of sanitary conveniences to be pro 
vided by a local authority . We are of the opinion that these 
provisions are unnecessary and have therefore deleted sub 
clause (2 ) . 

2 : 
11. Clause 160 : This clause deals with the constitution of 
the Public Health Board . We are of the opinion that the Super 
intendent of the Avittcm ThirunalWomen and Children Hospital, 
Trivandrum should be an ex - officio member of the Board and 
that adequate representation should also be given to the Pancha 
yats . We also consider that all the members other than the 
ex -officio members should be elected, and should hold office for 
three years. We have accordingly redrafted clause 160 . 

12. Clause 161: Sub - clause ( 1) of this clause lays down that 
the Board shall advise Government on such matters as the Gov. 
ernmentmay from time to time refer to it. We consider that the 
advice of the Board should also be available to the Director of 
Public Health and the local authorities in matters relating to the 
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public health administration of the State or of any local area 
therein by a reference made by them through the Government. 
We have therefore suitably modified sub- clause ( 1) . 

13. The other modifications we have effected are either verbal 
or consequential. 

14. A copy , of the Bill as revised by the Committee is 
appended . 

15 . We are of the opinion that the Bill as revised by the Com 
mittee may be adopted .

Travancore -Cochin ; it is hereby enacted 
as follows : 

CHAPTER I. 


PRELIMINARY. 
1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Travancore-Cochin 
Public Health Act, 1953 ,

(8 ) " Drug " means any substance used as medicine 
whether for internal or external use, or any substance used 
in the composition or preparation of such medicine

used or adapted to be used wholly or principally , for 
human habitation or in connection therewith ; 

( 10 ) " Executive Anthority ? means the Commissioner, 
Chairman , President or other functionary of the local 
authority concerned , who is vested with general executive 
powers under the Trivandrum City Municipal Act or the
